CHRISTM AS BOOKS 


A book for C hristm as, of course, 
no m atter how m any other gifts 
are found on the tree. 
A good book 
among the p resents is taken as a 
m atter of course, and too often the 
result indicates th at fact. 
In the 
hurry and fatigue of shop p ing the 
book is rem em bered. 
“And oh, y es, 
he m ust have a book.” 
W hat book? 
T hat m ust be a n ­ 
swered according to the tastes and 
reading habits of the child. 
Try 
to get him his own sort of book. 
Don't give 
a construction 
series 
to a child who nev er works with 
hi* 
hands if he can help it; and 
by the sam e token, don’t give a 
fairy tale to a child who loves to 
read m ap s and blue p rints and is 
a stern realist generally . 
A fter deciding which division of 
the book store to visit, have in 
m ind the one best book for this 
p articular child. 
Look over w hat 
b* has and try to m ake a real a d ­ 
dition to it. 
Go over the list of 
standard fav orites: M other Goose, 
Aesop ’s Fables; Pinocchio, A nder­ 
son’s F airy T ales; T reasure Island 
and 
C ap tains 
Courageous; 
Brer 
R abbit and The W ind in the W il­ 
lows; 
Rebecca 
of 
Sunny brook 
Farm and L ittle W om en; the Dic­ 
tionary , 
the 
Bible 
and 
Shake­ 
sp eare. 
These belong, som ewhere 
between infancy and college en ­ 
trance. 
For the new books the list is 
too long; the v ery best way , is to 
take the child along to the book­ 
shop and let him look over the lot 
and take his p ick. Do this for two 
im p ortant 
reasons: 
the 
child 
learns to go to the bookshop , and 
he learns to select his own book. 
T hat trip will be as good as the 
gift itself, giv ing the child double 
value. 
D on't buy a book because it is 
cheap . 
A good book m ay be a 
cheap one, often is, but its cheap ­ 
ness is not the reason for buy ing 
it. 
The good the reader is going 
to get out of the book is w hat de­ 
cides its value. 
A good book is 
cheap a t any p rice. 
I could wish 
th a t all good books were cheap , 
but good things come high most 
of the time. 
Still if y ou look, y ou 
will find th at the p ublishers have 
sent out some lovely books a t very 
low p rices. 
By th a t I mean books 
p riced under tw o dollars. I’ve just I 
seen some lovely ones for little 
children p riced a t thirty -fiv e cents. 
Good stories, good p ap er, and good, 
clear p rint. 
You couldn't ask for 
more. 
D on't buy a book for a child be­ 
cause it is a "good book,” for y ou. 
W hat looks good to y ou, w hat y ou 
enjoy ed long ago, w hat the librar­ 
ian and the teacher and p ublisher ® 
agree is a good book, m ay not be | 


the good book for the child who is 
to own it. 
Consult him. Take him 
along and give him the Joy of p ick­ 
ing out his own and y ou will be 
sure that he has one gift that is 
“just w hat he w anted.” 
W hat we are try ing to do when 
we give a child a book is to give 
him the benefit of a fine h a bit- 
reading. 
If we are to succeed we 
m ust give the book the child likes 
to read. 
If we get him the wrong 
one we are not going to train him 
to like reading books. 
This y ear 
book-buy ing for children Is easier 


than ever, so there should be no 
m istakes, 
no 
sad-faced 
children 
saving, "Pooh. 
Just, an old dry 
book. 
W ho 
w ants 
th at? ” 
Just 
take him along and let him choose 
his own.

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“ LITTLE TVA” BILL DEAD? 


Late Washing to n news indicates that the 
bill to create seven “ little TVA’s" in eco ­ 
no mically strateg ic parts o f the co untry is 
definitely dead, so far as its o rig inal fo rm 
and o bjectives are co ncerned. 
The administratio n, repo rters say , has 
chang ed its tactics. If any bill at all is pre­ 
sented to Co ng ress, it will be radically re­ 
vised as co mpared with the first pro po sal, 
and simply will pro vide Federal leg islatio n 
fo r states and lo cal g o vernments to create 
po w*er, irrig atio n and flo o d co ntro l districts. 
There is no thing new’ in this. Many states 
have made pro visio n fo r such districts, but 
the law’’ has been used in relatively few* in­ 
stances. due to the co sts invo lved, and past 
precedents which sho w that the ventures are 
o ften needless, and are characterized by 
waste, to o much po litics and g eneral in­ 
efficiency . 
If this news fro m the capital is true, every 
tax pay er, to say no thing o f investo rs and 
wo rkers in the utility industry , will have 
cause fo r g ratificatio n. Eco no mically speak­ 
ing . the little TVA pro po sal has no thing to 
reco mmend it. It wo uld lay the g ro undwo rk 
fo r a vast amo unt o f po litical patro nag e. It 
wo uld co st the tax pay ers billio ns. It w’o uld 
mark a lo ng step to ward the so cializatio n, 
o r ruin thro ug h subsidized co mpetitio n, o f 
the private utility industry . And what wo uld 
be g ained fro m all this? At best, residents 
o f the areas invo lved wo uld g et g o o d electric 
service at lo w* co st, which is precisely what 
they are g etting no w fro m the strictly reg ­ 
ulated, heavily tax ed, self-suppo rting pri­ 
vate industry . The irrig atio n and flo o d co n­ 
tro l phases o f the bill were the least o f it, 
and were larg ely windo w dressing . As every 
eng ineer kno ws, y o u can’t have a flo o d co n­ 
tro l dam and a po wer dam at the same time. 
Fo r so me mo nths, it has been repo rted 
that Co ng ress has been ex tremely co o l, and 
g ro wing co lder, to ward the o rig inal bill, 
which may be the main reaso n fo r the pro s­ 
pective chang e in it. Whatever the reaso ns, 
if the measure is actually killed, it can be 
co nsidered a victo ry fo r sane g o vernmental 
po licy . 


W E HEAR NOW AND THEN OF PEOPLE W’HO

It if- not strange that we hav e the worst unemp loy ­ 
ment p eriod in our history . 
W’e hav e made it illegal for men with an unanimity 
of op inion that it is more blessed to p ut more into 
the world than they take out, to associate together 
by agreement. 
We hav e made it a crime, subject to fine, for 
these men to unite and be successful in adding to the 
wealth of the country '.

In contract to this, by law, we hav e made it legal 
for those who believ e that it is not more blessed to 
id'ut more into the world than y ou take out, to com­ 
bine to restrict p roduction.

combine to limit p roduction. 
And then, we wonder why we hav e to work so 
hard for w hat we get; why our cap ital is being in­ 
creased; why the number of p eop le engaged in em­ 
p loy ment is decreasing in face of these unnatural 
and artificial laws which are made to restrict p ro­ 
duction and encourage scarcity . 
These laws, howev er, are ex actly what hav e been 
taught to our children in our p ublic schools, p reached 
from the housetop s by the demagogic p oliticians

When sy p hilis gets into the sp inal 
sy stem it p roduces serious changes 
which make up altogether a collec­ 
tion of disturbances called locomo­ 
tor atax ia and known scientifically 
as tabes dorsalis. 
Usually fiv e to 15 y ears after the 
p erson has first been infected and 
has been without adequate tre at­ 
ment for sy p hilis, these sy mp toms 
begin to ap p ear. Occasionally they 
occur much sooner. There are many 
instances in which p eop le 
hav e 
been infected with 
sy p hilis 
and 
hav e not later dev elop ed this con­ 
dition. 
Because the disease changes tis­ 
sues in the 
sp ine, 
the 
reflex es 
(p articularly the knee jerks) dis­ 
ap p ear and there are changes 
in 
the p up ils of the ey e. It is custom ­ 
ary for doctors in ex amining p eo­ 
p le susp ected of hav ing this con­ 
dition to test the reaction of the 
ey e to light and to distance. 
In the ty p ical case of locomotor 
atax ia, the ey e will react to look­ 
ing at a distance and then at 
a 
near object with an op ening and 
closing of the p up il, but it will not 
react to light and dark. Occasion­ 
ally also the p up ils will be irregular 


There may be secondary changes, 
including 
disturbances 
of 
the 
nerv es which control the ears and 
the ey es and sometimes there are 
serious knife-like 
p ains 
in 
the 
stomach, the legs or the face. 
Associated with these attacks are 
abnormal changes in the senses ot * 
cold, warmth, numbness. Sometimes 
there is a feeling of tingling or of 
bugs running on the skin. 
One of the most serious sy m p ­ 
tom's of locomotor atax ia is the iny 
ability to co-ordinate actions cor­ 
rectly . 
For ex amp le, the p erson 
may be unable to touch the tip of 
his nose with his finger. 
His legs get out of order so that 
he finds it hard a t first to walk in 
the dark. From a slight unsteadi­ 
ness in the early stages, there is a 
gradual change in the gait of the 
p erson with locomotor atax ia.
